Canadian Annexation Advocated 

Wasuineton, Dec. 13.—Butterworth 
of Ohio has introduced for reference 
the following joint resolution : 

Wuereas, The citizens of the Do- 
minion —_ Canada are with us in race, 
lineage, history and tradition; and, 

Wuereas, The resources of the two 
countries supplement each other, and 
the arteries of commerce, both natural 
and artificial, are so interlocked and 
mutually dependent upon each other 
that they ought to constitute a single 
ayes % to be one and inseperable; 
and. 

Waerreas, The commercial relations 
between us and the Dominion of Can- 
ada are, and have been, strained and 
unnaturally cramped, and i in a measure 
paralyzed, owing to the inability of the 
two Governments to establish such a 
system of international trade and com- 
merce between them as is essential to 
— the requirements of the situation ; 
and, 

Wuereas, The conditions of the re- 
lations before referred to, as also the 
geography of the two countries, sug- 
gest the impossibility of a just and 
permanent settlement of the contro 
versies pertaining to the fisheries, 
boundaries and transcontinental trade, 
except by blending the efforts and in- 
terests under one governmental sys- 
tem, and point logically to the necessity 
and probability of unity and assimila- 
tion between the two nations under one 
Grovernment; and, 

Wuereas, the bonds of sympathy 
resulting from kinship, race, lan-

ion, and the assumption by the United 
States, of the indebtedness of the Do- 
minion of Canada, or a just propor- 
tion thereof, and such other equitable 
terms and conditions as justice to the

The interviewer has little trouble in ap- 
proauching her, but he wilt find it hard to 
get away. I talked with her yesterday 
about ber Thanksgiving arrangements. 
* Well,” she said, “we generally keep the 
day with Mr Whitney'stwosistersin New | 
York.dividing the Christmasand Thanks- 
giving holidays between us. Sometimes 
we go tothe homeof theSecretary's moth- 
er,at Brookline,near Boston. Uur Thanks- 
giving diuner is always served at two 
o’clock, because on that day we have the 
chiidren with us,and their unrestricted 
enjoyment requires more time for diges- 
tion than usual, Wealsotry to have the 
old-fashioned edibles served very much in 
the usual way. Our Thanksgivingdinner 
will probably consist, first. of oystersoup, 
which will be followed by fish.

How 2 Duke Proposed to Mrs. Mackay’s 


Sister—How Roswell P. Smith Bought 


the Lincoln History and the Amount. 


Paid For It. 


Mrs. Mackay, of California, Paris and 
London, is said to be very intimate of late 
with Isabella, ex Queen of Spain. A good 
story of the Mackay family has not until 
now been told in print. Mrs. Mackay’s 
mother and sister lived with her some 
years ago in Paris, and from the immense 
wealth of the head of the family it was 
supposed that the sister would come in 
for a very considerable dot: and it was 
true that Mackay had either invésted: for 
her or presented her with a few hundred 
thousand dollars, more or less, a mere 
bagatelle in the eyes of the master of 
millions, but very appetizing to a 
hungry Frenchman of theold regime, One 
day at the Legation of the United States 
a Dowager Duchess of the oldest French 
stock asked to see the American Minister, 
and was ushered into His Excellency’s 
private office. Her Grace then explained 
that she had come in behalf of her son, 
the young duke, to propose for the hand 
of Mrs. Mackay’s sister. She had not the 
honor to know Mrs. Mackay nor her moth- 
er, and of course not the young lady, so 
she thought the proper way was to come 
direct to the minister. His Excellency 
promised tosubmit her proposals, which 
he did the same day to Mackay's mother- 
inlaw.

Mr Smith 
thought he had secured the prize of which 
he was in search—the material that was 
to take the place of the great War Series. 
Hay meanwhile had gone back to Wash- 
ington, and Gilder now wrote for Nicolay 
and him to return. They came, and to 
their amazement and delight were offer- 
ed $50,000 forthe manuscript for which 
they would doubtiess have been glad to 
receive a mueh smaller sum. But it re- 
quires critical acumen and business facul- 
ty to conduct a great magazine. and this 
is the way in which the success of the 
Century has been built up.
